Secretary Houston Asks 
Congress to Vest the Pow- 
er in the Department of 
Agriculture. 


$25,000,000 WANTED 
TO PUT PLAN IN FORCE 


Government Would Have 
Power to Buy and Sell 
Foodstuffs and to Fix Max- 
imum and Minimum Prices. 


Washington, April 20.—The govern- 
gment’s program for food control during 
the war was put before congress today 


by Secretary Houston ina communica- 
tion to the senate asking power for the 
department of agriculture to take direct 
supervision of food production and dis- 
tribution in the United States and re- 
questing a $25,000,000 appropriation for 
putting the plan into operation. | 

Authority was asked for the Council 
of National Defense, in an emergency, 
to buy and sell foodstuffs and to fix 
gnaximum or ininimum prices. 

As outlined to the senate the govern- 
ment’'s plan is, first, to make @ complete 
gurvey of the country’s food supply to 
determine its ownership and distribu- 
tion, then if necessary to license and 
control the operations of all concerns 
engaged in the manufacture of food or 
feeds, agricultural implements and all 
materials required for agricultural pur- 
poses. Authority is sought for the agri- 
culture department to take over and op- 
erate the concerns if it appears that 
course is demanded by the public inter- 
eat. 
Giving the government power to deal 
directly in foodstuffs probably would 
make its application unnecessary. Secre- 
tary Houston declared, as its very ex- 
istence would tend to keep conditions 
normal. He proposed that the govern- 
ment should have full discretion, saying 
it might be wise, if an emergency arose, 
to fix prices on a single commodity. 

Market grades and classes for farm 
products, Secretary Houston said, is one 
of the chief needs of the country to in- 
eure proper conditions in producing and 
marketing farm products. 

‘authority also was asked for the de- 
partment to require of transportation 
companies preference for the movement 
of farm’ machinery, seeds, fertilizers 
and materials that enter into the proc- 
esses of food production. 

Enlargement ot the market news serv- 
ice of the department was recommended 
as a means of insuring equitable dis- 
tribution, to prvent undue food shortage 
in any consuming center and to provide 
against wastes due to temporary over- 
supplies of food in some communities. 
The department wishes to allow the 
market service division to assist in ob- 
taining routing of foodstuffs to relieve 
congestion on transportation lines. 

In its plan for an investigation of 
the present food supply, the agricul- 
ture department has arranged for the 
help of the federal trade commission, 
which with the department, was direct- 
ed by President Wilson early in the year 
to make an inquiry to ascertain the 
amount of food stocks and to determine 
if the anti-trust laws have been vio- 
lated in food production, storage and 
distribution. That inquiry has been 
halted for lack of an appropriation. The 
present congress, however, has voted for 
conducting it—the house the $400,000 
asked and the senate $250,000.

The two houses are expected to get 
together on an amount to be appropri- 
ated for this specific inquiry and as 
goon as it is available the trade com- 
mission will proceed.

Washington, April 20.—President 
Wilson probably will name within a 
few days a group of distinguished 
Americans as a commission to be sent 
to Russia to confer with members of 
the new provisional government there 
on ways in which the United States 
can assist to strengthen the democrat- 
ic movement and aid Russia in the war 
against Germany. 


Elihu Root, formerly’ secretary of 
state, appeared tonight to be the prob- 
able selection for chairman of the com- 
mission, although officials said that a 
tinal decision had not been reached. 

The president desires to demonstrate 
by the character of the men he chooses 
the deep interest he feels in the success 
of the democratic movement in Russia. 
He has discussed the question twice 
with his cabinet and is understood to 
have about made up his mind on the 
names of the principal members of the 
commission. The president first want- 
ed to have a member of his cabinet 
head the commission and it is possible 
that he may yet decide on this step. 
Secretaries McAdoo and Lane both have 
been mentioned.

General Garibaldi said: 

“I would be proud to draw my sword 
again, under the Stars and Stripes.” 

General Garibaldi proposes the for- 
mation in America of an army of 30,000 
to 100,000 Italian, Spanish and Ameri- 
ean volunteers to be thrown into the 
Balkans from Saloniki and open up a 
route for the regulars to follow. He 
believes it would thus be possible to 
reach Constantinople in a fairly short 
time.

ARCHBISHOP BLENK 
PASSES INTO BEYOND 


He Was Head of Catholic 
Province of New Orleans. 


Born in Bavaria. 


New Orleans, April 20.—Most Rev. 
James Hubert Blenk, since 1906 Catho- 
lic archbishop of the ecclesiastical 
Province of New Orleans, died here to- 
night, aged 62 years. Physicians an- 
nounced death was due to a complica- 
tion of ailments, superinduced by 
heart trouble. He had@ been in poo 
health about two years. 7 

Archbishop Blenk was born in 
Neustadt, Bavaria, July 28, 1856, of 
Protestant parents and came to New 
Orleans with his parents when a child. 
At the age of 12 he was baptized in St. 
Alphonsus Catholic church here. After 
graduating from Jefferson college, un- 
der the Marist fathers, he went to Bel- 
loy, France, and studied. 

In 1885 he entered the priesthood at 
Belloy. He became an instructor in 
Jefferson college and later wae presi- 
dent of that college.. . 

In 1897 he was appéinted rector of a 
New Orleans church. Later he was 
appointed bishop of the Porto Rican 
diocese, the first un@er American oc- 
cupation. In 1906 Arghbishop Chapelle 
was stricken and die@ during the yel- 
low fever epidemic. Bishop Blenk on 
July 1, 1906, became a@thbishop of New 
Orleans,

“Dr. Coupland is just recovering from 
an operation for appendicitis. The doc- 
tors report he is doing splendidly and 
will be in full vigor soon. No more 
able or universally loved man is to 
be found anywhere.

He graduated from 
William and Mary college, in Virginia, 
and also at the Virginia Theological 
seminary. Later he received the de- 
gree of doctor of divinity from St. 
John’s college, Annapolis. Among his 
first parishes was one at Charleston, W. 
Va. He attracted attention there and 
was later called to the Church of As- 
cension, Baltimore, where he remained 
five years, when he was called to Trin- 
ity church, New Orleans, where he has 
been for about five years. A short time 
ago he was elected bishop coadjutor 
of south Virginia, but declined to ac- 
cept the honor.

$3 700,000 TAKEN 
IN FEDERAL NOTES 


Local Reserve Bank District 
to Subscribe for $5,000,000 
Treasury Certificates--The 
Public Safety Fund Now 
$56,525. 


At the close of business of the At- 
lanta federal reserve Dank Friday aft- 
ernoon the member banks of this dis- 
trict had subscribed $3,700,000 to the 
short-time treasury certificates to be 
issued by the government to take care 
of immediate needs of the army and 
navy until the bonds for financing the 
army and navy can be prepared. 

Joseph A. McCord, governor of the 
federal reserve bank, announced at a 
meeting of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce public safety committee at 
noon Friday that $3,300,000 had ‘been 
subscribed up to that hour since noon 
Thursday. This evidence of the patri- 
otism of the southeast was greeted 
with applause. 

$5,000,000 Expected. 

Mr. McCord expects that by next 
Tuesday or Wednesday he will have 
received subscriptions amounting to 
$5,000,000. He has telegraphed all the 
clearing houses in the district and is 
hearing from them rapidly. The At- 
lanta federal reserve bank has sub- 
scribed for $1,000,000 worth. 

These ‘subscriptions are payable in 
New York next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 

The treasury certificates, which bear 
3 per cent interest, are payable June 
30, at which time those who have 
subscribed may get their money back 
or have their certificates exchanged, 
for bonds. 

The bonds will bear 3% per cent in- 
terest, 

The treasury certificates being sub- 
scribed to are part of the $2,000,000,000 
of such certificates authorized in the 
$7,000,000,000 war finance measure now 
before congress. The $2,000,000,000 
treasury «ertificates of indebtedness 
are to be iasued. at once to take care

The remaining $5,000,000,000 are to 
be issued in bonds for which the treas- 
ury certificates now being issued may 
be exchanged upon maturity, if the 
certificate holder so desires. 

Big Public Safety Fund. 

At this meeting also over $20,000 ad- 
ditional was subscribed to the public 
aafety committee fund, bringing that 
total now up to $56,525. The total aim- 
ed at is $100,000. Chairman Mell R. 
Wilkinson Friday appointed commit- 
tees to visit the merchants, manufac- 
turers and other business and profes- 
sional men of Atlanta for additional 
subscriptions. 

Captain Alfred Albe, of the quarter- 
master’s department, who has already 
recommended to the war department 
that Atlanta be made the site for the 
concentration camp for the department 
of the southeast, explained the scope 
of a concentration camp, showing that 
it is a far larger affair than a mobili- 
zation camp. The latter camps are used 
for the purpose 01 gathering soldiers 
from their immediate vicinity and from 
there they are forwarded to the con- 
centration camp. 

Captain James W. English, in an en- 
thusiastic talk, declared that he is not 
only willing to give every penny he 
possesses for his country, but is will- 
ing to go to war if necessary. 

J. Carroll Payne also spoke, mention- 
ing other cities and the sums they are 
raising and the work they are doing 
toward securing mobilization and con- 
centration camps.

PRESS CENSORSHIP 
FAVORED BY SENATE 


Drastic Clause Relating to 
’ Press Retained in the Espi- 
onage Bill by Vote of 43 
to 33. 


Washington, April 20.—The senate 
recorded itself today in favor of press 
censorship during the war. 

A censorship clause of the admin- 
istration’s espionage bill, after decided 
modification, was retained in the bill 
by a vote of 43 to 33, after three days 
of sharp debate, and was regarced as 
definitely forecasting final retention 
of the censorship provisions, 

Later the bill was laid aside indefi- 
nitely to permit consideration begin- 
ning tomorrow of the war army meas- 
ure. The house judiciary committee 
has completed its draft of the espion- 
age bill, also with a censorship clause 
and will report it Monday. 

The Provision as Accepted. 

The provision as finally accepted 
by the senate follows: 

“Whoever, in time of war, in viola- 
tion of reasonable regulations to be 
prescribed by the president, which he 
is hereby authorized to make and pro- 
mulgate, shall publish any informa- 
tion with respect to the movement, 
numbers, description, condition or dis- 
position of any of the armed forces, 
ships, aircraft or war materials of the 
United States, or with respect to the 
plans or conduct-of any naval or mili- 
tary operations, or with respect to any 
works or measures undertaken for or 


fortification or defense of any place, 
or any other information relating to 
the public defense calculated io be use- 
ful to the enemy shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $10,000 or 
by imprisonment for not more than 
ten years, or by both, such fine and 
imprisonmént, provided that nothing 
in this section shall be construed to 
limit or restrict, nor shall any regu- 
lation herein provided for limit or re- 
strict, any discussion, comment or criti- 
cism of the acts or policies of the 
government, or its representatives or 
the publication of the same.” 
Wide Powers for President. 

Advocates of the provision admitted 
that it would confer wide powers upon 
the president to restrict publication 
of military matter, both in the press 
or by individuals, im speeches, or other- 
wise.. Its O88. declarea, that it was 
uneonstitutional and the most @rastic 
¢urb upon freedom of speech and the 
preas suaragiced by the constitution 
ever proposed. 

Before the final vote the original

Paris, April 20,—The French war of- 
fice tonight issued the following re- 
port on operations in the Balkans: 

“Oriente: After brilliant counter at- 
tacks our troops recaptured a few ele- 
ments of trenches that had been lost 
on the 18th at Tsrvena Stena. About 
sixty prisoners, most of them Germans, 
remained in our hands.

GOVERNMENT PLANS

tentatively by thé commission, the in- 


quiry would go into every phase of food 
production and distribution. 

Officials of all departments and divi- 
sions of the government realize that 
the facts of the situation existing must 
be learned before remedies can be 
peannee. Now no one knows how much 
ood there is in the country and how it 
is distributed. On certain feods the 
government has exact knowledge, but 
of others it has virtually none. 

Suggestions that the government is 
contemplating measures for national 
prohibition during the war as a means 
of increasing the food supply are met 
with the statement by officials that no 
early action in that direction is likely, 
as it is not considered necessary at this 
time. Secretary Houston alluded to it 
today in his letter to the senate by a 
reference to European action in re- 
stricting the manufacture of alcoholic 
liquors. H® made no recommendation, 

wever, merely pointing out that the 
Buropean governments have saved con- 
siderable food that way. Estimates, he 
said, put the amount of food made into 
liquor in the United States at about 
$145,000,000,000 worth annually. 

Mr. Houston warned today against 
agricultural experiments in new areas 
and tests of new crops. The increase of 
food, he said, must come about largely 
through increased farm efficiency and 
on farms and ranges already in opera- 
tion. The problem he defined as one of 
more concentration of effort, not that 
of putting more land under cultivation. 

Plan Proposed by Houston. 

Secretary Houston’s outline of the 
power and authority needed follows: 

“To make a complete survey of the 
food supply of the nation, with a view 
to secure full information as to its lo- 
cation, ownership and where it is need- 
ed, and complete knowledge as to the 
instrumentalities and agencies that 
own, control, manufacture and distrib- 
ute food products. 

“After investigation, and in co-oper- 
ation with the trade interests involv- 
ed, to establish market grades and 
classes of farm products, including 
seeds, and standards for receptacles 
for such products, together with au- 
thority to effect a suitable degree of 
supervision of their application through 
such inspection service as may be nec- 
essary. 

“To license and supervise the opera- 
tion of all Plants, mills, packing houses 
canneries, slaughter houses, breweries, 
distilleries, storage houses or other 
establishments or factories in which 
food or feeds, agricultural implements 
and machinery and materials therefor, 
fertilizers, insecticides, fungicides, se- 
rums, toxins, viruses and any other 
articles required for agricultural pur- 
poses are prepared, manufactured or 
kept for sale or distribution. This pow- 
er should include authority to make 
rules and regulations governing the 
use and operation of such enterprises, 


including the taking over and seernoes 
“1 


of them whenever such course may 
necessary in the public interest. 

“To require the preference movement 
by the common carriers of the United 
States of seeds, fertilizers, insecticides, 
fungic acid and farm implements or 
machinery, or the materials réquired 
in their manufacture. 

Distribution of Preducts. 

“To enlarge the existing telegraphic 

market news service of the department 


which now covers live stock and meats 
and certain foods, vegetables and other 
perishables, in order to assist, by se- 
curing comprehensive information from 
all shipping areas, in the distribution 
of products according to the. propor- 
tionate requirements of the consum- 
ing centers. Enlar ent of this serv- 
ice would also ¢end to prevent undue 
shortage in any consuming center and 
provide against wastes due to tem- 
porary oversupply 
particular communittes. 

“The service would further assist in 
securing direct routings and thereby 
relieve, to some extent, at least, con- 
gestion of transportation lines. It 
would also directly aid farmers by fur- 
nishing information which would put 
them on an equality with buyers and 
enable them to consign unsold products 
where there is the greatest need for 
them. 

‘In case of extreme emergency, the 
government should have power to pur- 
chase, store and subsequently dispose 
of food products to groups of people 
or communities organized in some form 
and to fix minimum or maximum 
prices. * Perhaps the exercise of this 
power should be lodged in the Council 
of National Defense, to be used only 
when directed by the president. It is 
possible that the mere existence of 
the power would make action unnec- 
essary. The government should have 
full discretion in the matter. It might 
be wise to fix a minimum price to 
purchasers for only one important com- 
modity, just as it might be wise to fix 
a maximum price which consumers 
might be expected to pay for only one 
or several products. 

“It is estimated that approximately 
$25,000,000 will be required to carry 
out the plans outlined herein. In order

But, of more importance, it should be dfs-. 
tributed outside of the ‘state, because it is a 
splendid medium through which to dissemi- 
nate the gospel of Georgia throughout the 
nation. 4 

For that reason every Georgian who buys 
a copy of “Facts About Georgia’ and*sends 
it to a relative, a friend, a friend’s friend or 
a client in another state, desirable as a citi- 
zen of Georgia, renders a patriotic service to 
his state. 

Let us hope that Georgians generally will 
take this view of the matter and put it into 
practice today, when the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce is going to make a super-effort 
to scatter the book broadcast over the con- 
tigent.

ARTICLE XIV. 


The New Course of Study (Grammar Grades). 


—— 


The aim in making tha sind course of 
study was to have a progressive curritulum 
adapted to the interests, tastes ahd capac- 
ities of Atlanta children. The ideas and facts 


gathered by the Atlanta children today are 


with reference to their own_needs,. Teachers 
call this by the one. word, “motivation.” We 
do not say it hgastingly, but it is true that 
our course of study now compares favorably 
in subject matter, spirit, method and results 
with the theory and practice of the best of 
our American schools. But we stand pledged 
to improvement all the time, knowing well 
that a good curriculum comes not by revoluy 
tion, but by evolution. 

Mere text-book teaching is passing away, 
and thought work, observation and research 
are being emphasized. Reading, writing and 
arithmetic are in the new course, though the 
reading is largely silent, writing is motivat- 
ed, and arithmetic is reduced to essentials. 
Silent reading is mostly for. information, as, 
for example, when pamphlets on vegetable 
culture, magazines, newspapers and reference 
books are read. The classical or cultural side 
of the child’s education is not neglected. The 
love of literature is fostered by a generous 
number of classics, each child reading a dozen 
‘or more each year. There are frequent dram- 
atizations, which add much to the interest of 
reading and literature. But no subject has 
been subjected to the knife more wisely by 
the curriculum makers than arithmetic. Too 
long have cube root, partial payments and 
like non-essentials been pushing children out 
of school. 

Problems relating to actual affairs of life 
engage our attention now. Finding quickly 
and accurately the cost of 2% yards of lace 
at 12%c per yard, or:the amount cleared on 
a home garden, or the cost of gas or light or 
ooal or potatoes, is far more practical and in- 
teresting than compound proportion or the 
greatest common divisor. So we have elim- 
inated all but essentials from arithmetic. 
Many practical problems are solved; atten- 
tion, observation and reasoning are taught; 
and the correct answer found quickly is de- 
manded. With such a simplified course in 
mumbers we are able to do more thorough 
work than before. 

In spelling, our curriculum pow calls only 
for such words as are needed in an active 
vocabulary. There are grade lists prepared 
by those who know what words will be need- 
ed in the written work of that grade. Each 
child also keeps a personal list of words that 
hte needs, making the list as the need for the 
word arises. Of course, the meaning of every 
new word is learned. Only a few words age 
learned each day. If a plan for a school gar- 
den is to be made; if a short history of At- 
lanta, a letter thanking a friend for a pres- 
ent, a business letter, or a story is to be 
written, certain new words have to be learn- 
ed. Since spelling is only needed in writing, 
spelling is a part of English; so spelling 
now almost has no separate place on the pro- 
gram. When a new word is needed, it is 
Jearned, whether in literature, reading, com- 
position, or what not. 

Formal Grammar Little Used. 
wy .-Technical grammar is no longer consider- 
‘ed a grammer school subject by many of our 
ist educators. So in our course just such 
mmar as is needed in oral and written ex- 
fession is included. Formal grammar is only 
used as a skeleton for correct speaking or 
writing. 

Composition is so correlated with litera- 
ture, history, geography and science that it 
can hardly be considered a separate subject. 
Motivation is the determining factor. That 


é 


is, the composition subjects are taken from 
literature, as: “The Man Without a Country,” 
from history, as: “A Georgia Settler's Letter 
Home;” or geography, as: “Reasons for. At-. 
lanta’s Growth,” or from science, as: “The 
Potato Bug’s Soliloquy.” 

History has been a grammar school sub-, 
ject only a short time, Dut in the last few 
years all good schools teach the subject. in | 
every grade. Not in a formal way from. a sin- 
gle text-book only, however,“ but by. stories 
and through biography, dramatization, and 
excursions. The fossil who aL “T never 
¢ould learn dates,” has been subtharined. The 
history of town, state and nation is studied 
in such way as to train for citizenship. The 
children are encouraged to read the. daily 
papers and magazines, and to use reference 
books intelligently and quickly. Special days, 
such @s Labor day, Thanksgiving, Lee’s and 
Washington’s birthday, Memorial, Flag and 
Peace day are celebrated. Such topics as 
elections, the tariff, national bank, the Red 
Cross movement, etc., are visualized by dram- 
atization. An Atlanta grammar school child 
is taught the relation of the home and s¢hool 
and community; he learns the meaning of 
taxation, prohibition, and suffrage, for he 
goes with his class to the legislative -hall 
where the “bone-dry bill” was passed; he goes 
to the city hall where school appropriations 
are made, and looks forward to.their voting 
age when he will exercise all the rfghts and 
privileges that he is being taught’ in school 
to expect. 

The work in geography is closely related 
to and correlated with history, the text-book 
being only one of many sources of informa- 
tion. Pictures, maps, globes, sand-tables, ref- 
erence books, etc., are used freely. Excur- 
sions are made for observation, and saree 
books are made for visualization. Home geo 
raphy is stressed, especially that of Atlanta 
and Georgia. Map studies and boundaries 
have been superseded by a study of people 
a Ve they do, and how and why they 

o it. 

The work in elementary sdence is planned 
from a practical side rather than from an 
aesthetic point of view.. For instance, birds 
are studied for an economic reason. Weeds 
are learned that we may destroy them. il- 
dren learn much about the telephone and tel- 
egraph, steam engine, moving picture, flying 
machine, etc., and they scarcely realize they 
are studyin "physics. They learn to tell the 
new moon from the full, and get acquainted 
with the planets and stars, and so they get 
the best of astronomy and come to love the 
dark instead of being afraid of it. Plants and 
animals are identified and their habits and 
uses are learned in a simple way, and thus the 
children study biology. haps the most 
emphasized phase of elementary science is 
school and home gardening, or agriculture. 
Each grade has a few flowers and vegetables 
assigned to it to study and to produce. The 
class garden at school is used only for ob- 
servation and experimentation, looking to- 
ward the individual home garden of each 
ee Agriculturai “preparedness” is empha- 
81zeqa. : 

«Music, drawing, writing and physical train- 
ing are under the direction of skilled leaders 
who’ bring back from the universities each 
summer the latest and best, and incorporate 
them in our curriculum. Childr2n sing bv 
note and by note old songs and new, patriotic 


songs, and folk songs. They sing as a class 
and individually. Their tones are sweet, and 
they enjoy singing. In the drawing depart- 
ment, artistic judgment is cultivated. One 
aim is to eultivate an appreciation of what 
is good taste in one’s surroundings as well 
as in pé@rsonal appearance. , The physical 
training course includes hygiene, formal and 
'free-hand exercises, wand and dumb-bell. ex- 
ercises, games, folk dancing, and athletics. 
All exercises are taken out of doors, in the 
fresh air. 

This is only a brief resume of a course of 
study worked out by committeés of, thought- 
ful teachers for the ‘full and harmonious de- 
velopment of Atlanta’s richest resource—her

The O. W. and the fishwives are fond of 
saying, “Oh, of course doctors don’t believe 
in teething and worms, but I know.” 

Doctors believe in worms. Every doctor 
has seen and treated numerous cases of 
worms in children and adults. 
don’t ‘believe that all infantile -liness is 
caused by worms or teething, and here, un- 
fortunately, they are at loggerheads with 
the back door advisers. 


Cutting a tooth sometimes makes the gum ‘ 


red, sore and swollen, and no doubt the baby 
will be a little peevish about this for a few 
Peevish, not ill. No convulsions, no 
fever, no digestive disturbance. 
To attribute these serious ailments of in- 
fancy to tecthing is even less reasonable 
than it is to attribute any Symptoms what- 


ever to worms, unless adult worms or their . 


eggs have been found in the dejecta. 

It is cruel to feed a child alleged “worm 
medicine” on the strength of a fishwife ac- 
cusation. It is inhuman fo neglect summon- 
ing the physician for a sick child just be- 
cause some old nanny comes in and téls you 
the child is merely cutting teeth.. I do not 
mean to be disrespectful to the well- -inten- 
tioned neighbor, but when a precious life is 
at stake such delusions should not be per- 
mitted to interfere, in this day of enlight- 
ennfent. It is not so terrible for one of us 
old folks to die. But it is a heart- -breaking 
thing to see a little child die, or to see the 
child suffer from neglect. 

Teething children should be permitted to 
chew on the rind of pork or a tough piece of 
gristle, or still better, a chicken bone. But 
when the thing is put down, let that be the 
last of it. Never, never, permit the child to 
pick it up“again later to put in his mouth— 
that is the way sore mouth is produced, put- 
ting unclean things into it.

with a minute quantity of ipecac or emetin . 


(active part of ipecac). You should include 
more of the coarse vegetables, fruits and un- 
denaturized cereals in your diet.

Produce Merchant Dewar 
Urges Home as Well as 
Community Canneries 


Editor Constitution: 


The advice to form community canneries is 
sound reasoning. And wherever it is pos- 
sible canning factories should be erected at 
once. You say: “The situation is menacing; 
and unless it is remedied, and without a day’s 
loss of time, a condition bordering upon se< 
rious shortage is inevitable.” 

Information that we have at hand shows 
that more perishable vegetables have béen 
planted this year in Georgia than ever before. 
And unless strenuous efforts are made im- 
mediately half of this crop will be absolute- 
*It is‘out of the question to pro« 
vide for this year’s crop @nough canneries 
to meet the demand. It is doubtful whether 
more than a few of the larger ones can be 
properly organized, at any rate, not be- 
fore the season is over. The solution of the 
crisis is to make every kitchen a@ cannery 
for this season, while the community can- 
neries are being organized. Very few people 
understand how to preserve vegetables and 
yet they must.learn and learn quickly. The 
problem is to get the necessary information 
to the housewives now—information that will 
show them howW easily vegetables can be pre~ 
served and full 
needed. 


My aunt solved this problem of saving. 


surplus vegetables by sending to the departe- 
ment of agriculture and securing from it full 
directions for canning vegetables and fruits 
and preserving eg2@s. And these directions 
were simple, and the vegetables kept in per- 
fect condition. There were not only enough 
vegetables to last all winter, but a surpluag, 
which commanded a ready sale. 


Every congressman in Georgia should be , 


appealed to immediately to have printed by 
the government a set of instructions for can- 
ning and preserving vegetables, fruits and 
eggs. These instructions, with a copy of the 
president’s appeal to the American people, 
should be mailed direct by the congressmen 
to their constituents. No better use could 
be made of the government franking’ privi- 
lege than this.

Prices began to shoot skyward in 
wheat before trading had been in 
progress a quarter of an hour.

As soon, however, as some of the early 
sellers attempted to reverse their po- 
sition and to collect profits by timely 
purchases the pit was found to be 
temporarily almost bare of offerings.

Assertions that there 
had been big acquisitions of the Sep- 
tember delivery for the entente allies 
seemed to make that option especially 
sensitive to the scare among shorts, 
and there was no stopping of advance 
of the market until September had 
soared to $1.89, a rise of nearly 13 
cents above the lowest point on the 
preceding decline, 

The stampede to buy, which was in- 
tensified owing to reports of killing 
frosts and other unfavorable weather 
conditions in the southwest and west, 
carried July up to §2.11 and May to 
$2.44, an extreme gain of 7 cents. Many

FREEDOM IS GIVEN 


In Dismissing the Charge, 
Judge Ben Hill Asserts His 
Belief That It Was a Case 
of Mistaken Identity. 


en 


W. W. Rogers is now a free man, the 
charge against him of robbing A. H. 
Boykin, the Martel Manufacturing 
company paymaster, last December, 
having been dismissed yesterday by 
Judge Ben Hill, on the ground that 
although demand for trial was made at 


uary term, 1917, of the superior court, 
the defendant did not receive trial at 
either term. In discharging Rogers, 
Judge Hill expressed his belief that it 
was a case of mistaken identity. 

The application for discharge was 
made by Governor-elect Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, who with John Moore and Lamar 
Hill, aeted as counsel for the defend- 
ant at his two arraignments which re- 
sulted in mistrials, the first when sev- 
eral jurors admitted they had read in 
The Constitution the headlines over an 
affidavit which had been barred by the 
court, and the second when the jurors 
could not reach an agreement, two be- 
ing for conviction and ten for acquittal. 

Judge Hill's Statement. 


} 


Judge Hill formally dismissed the 
case Friday morning, giving the fol- 
lowing explanation: 

“In the case of the state against 
W. W. Rogers, an application was pre- 
sented to the court to have the defend- 
ant discharged on the ground that de- 
mand was made for trial at the No- 
vember term, 1916; and demand also 
made at the January term, 1917. The 
case was not tried at the November 
term, nor the term following. 

“As a matter of fact, there were two 
trials at the January term, 1917. They 
were not completed trials, however, re- 
sulting in mistrials in both instances. 

“The law declares, and it has been 
decided in a half dozen cases, as well 
as in the case of Nix versus the state 
of Georgia, in which decision the pre- 
siding judge participated, that where 
a demand was made for trial, there 
are two alternatives—trial or dis- 
charge. That a mistrial is not a trial, 
and although there may be a mistrial 
which is declared because of providen- 
tial reasons or because of the inability 
of the jury to agree, before the term 
expires, that nevertheless it results ina 
discharge at the second term unless 
there is a trial, and verdict—not a mis- 
trial. Followin these decisions the 
solicitor general recognizes the fact 
that he cannot press this prosecution 
under the law.
